The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of Group I and II claims is the dewaxing additive, and this feature is not novel in 
view of the following references cited in the previous Office Action dated on October 1 0, 
2006: BP 0 682 046 A1 ; U. S. Patent 4.758.365 and GB 906.412.
